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Ahoy: 
DVDs 

pirate 
busted

A MAN who sold pirated DVDs 
at a computer swap market 
unwittingly assisted gangsters 
and criminals, according to a 
Geelong magistrate. 

Maribyrnong's Hao Li, 33, 
pleaded guilty in Geelong 
Magistrates Court to possessing 
bootleg movies and offering 
them for sale. 

The court heard Li was operat- 
ing a stall at Computer Market in 
Corio St, Geelong when police 
approached him on April 17. 

The officers seized 659 DVDs 
including many recent releases 
and popular titles. 

Magistrate Ann McGarvie 
said "gangsters made all the 
money" out of the pirated movie 
business. 

"It's organised crime that ben- 
efits the most from this sort of 
activity. 

"In effect, you're helping to 
earn money for criminals. 
People, like you (Li) are merely 



at the end of the chain." 

Li's court submission said he 
acquired the DVDs from a man 
who owed him money but could 
not afford to pay. 

"So he gave the movies to set- 
tle the debt." 

Li said he usually dealt in 
computer parts at various IT 
markets, not bootleg products. 

Ms McGarvie said she accept- 
ed that Li was a first-time 
offender. 

"I believe you're unlikely to 
offend again," she said. 

Ms McGarvie issued a warn- 
ing to anyone thinking of trying 
to sell bootleg products. 

"Undercover police often 
attend markets like (the Geelong 
Computer Market) and are on 
the lookout for pirated goods. 
Chances are you will get caught 
if you deal in bogus product". 

Ms McGarvie found the 
charges proved before fining 
Hao Li $659 - "one dollar for 
each of the DVDs".

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State told: keep train 
security, give us cops 



in brief

STATE Government should keep its 
train station security staff and send 
more police to Geelong instead, 
according to a senior officer. 

The officer, who declined to be 
identified, said the city needed 30 
extra cops immediately rather than the 
new "police service officers" (PSOs) 
for railway stations. 

The Government plans to deploy 
940 PSOs state wide, with Geelong's 
arriving some time next year. 



The officer said the Geelong divi- 
sion was screaming out for police, 
with an extra 130 needed "long-term". 

The PSOs would create extra work 
for the Geelong force because they 
could only hold offenders and would 
need uniformed officers to take them 
back to police stations, he said. 

Police Association Victoria secre- 
tary Greg Davies said the Geelong's 
PSOs should instead work in court 
security to free-up uniformed officers 
for other work. 



"This would require a shift in policy 
because they're only being provided 
under the proviso of State 
Government's election commitment 
but it's something that should be con- 
sidered," he said. 

Geelong Police Inspector Chris 
Gawne confirmed the city's train sta- 
tions had "very little" crime. 

"We'd welcome any PSOs with 
open arms but crime at our stations at 
this stage isn't as bad as other areas," 
he said. 



"Stations here by and large are free 
of a lot of problems but they (PSOs) 
would certainly help bolster our 
response to improve the perception of 
safety along railway lines." 

Shadow police minister 

James Merlino critised the 
Government's PSO rollout in parlia- 
ment last week. 

He said the Government had prom- 
ised to put PSOs at 13 regional railway 
stations but his investigations had 
revealed only four would be be manned.

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Port land shortfall 
hampers cars plan

GEELONG'S port will be short 
about 12 hectares of land to 
accommodate car shipping relo- 
cated from Melbourne, a brief- 
ing heard this week. 

Department of Transport 
freight policy director John 
Clareborough said Port of 
Melbourne used 36.5ha for cars 
but Geelong had only 24.5ha 
available, 

"We'll have to look at oppor- 
tunities to use land outside the 
port zone because there are 
extensive storage needs for pre- 
delivery work." 

Mr Clareborough said the 



relocation project would have 
to build two tunnels under 
Geelong's bulk grain terminal 
rail line to use vacant land 
inside the loop. 

Other land adjacent to the 
port and west of Corio Quay Rd 
"may be available", he said. 

"The City has indicated that 
industrial land in the Geelong 
ring road employment precinct 
could (also) be used for car 
storage and pre-delivery work." 

Mr Clareborough said pow- 
erful tugs would also be 
required to guide high-sided car 
carriers to berths in crosswinds 
up to 35 knots. 



Victorian Regional Channels 
Authority chief Peter 

McGovern said computer mod- 
elling demonstrated that car 
carriers could use the port safe- 
ly even with other ships in 
Corio Quay berths. 

Mr Clareborough said the car 
trade would handle almost 
400,000 vehicles a year, with an 
extra 350 ships rising to 500 
visiting the port. 

The trade was expanding to 
include trucks, buses and farm 
and construction equipment, he 
said. 

"Freight levels are likely to 
double in the next 15 years but 



transport infrastructure won't. 

"It looks like it can be done 
through Geelong reasonably 
efficiently but we're dealing 
with a complex competitive 
environment. 

"Much of the pre-delivery is 
done in the western suburbs 
before vehicles go to dealers." 

Committee for Geelong chair 
Michael Betts said the car trade 
could be as significant to the 
city as the TAC's relocation. 

The feasibility study would 
make a recommendation to 
State Government in 

November, with a decision 
expected in early 2012.

Spa 'precinct*

A MINERAL springs spa and a 
convention centre could create a 
new precinct on Geelong's water- 
front, according to a councillor. 

Cr Rod Macdonald, who holds 
council's planning portfolio, said 
the dual attraction would be a 
drawcard. 

"The mineral spa would be 
another driver to create a precinct 
in the area, with a link to a con- 
vention centre," he said. 

"We certainly see the confer- 
ence centre as being compatible 
with and complementary to a 
mineral springs development." 

Cr McDonald's comments came 
as Tourism and Major Events 
Minister Louise Asher last week 
launched an investment opportuni- 
ties guide for the geothermal and 
mineral water tourism sector. 

The guide said State 
Government was committed to 
supporting public and private 
investment in the proposed

Geelong Waterfront Bathhouse. 

Mayor John Mitchell said the 
Government commitment present- 
ed a "great opportunity for us". 

"An announcement like that 
alert us to the prospects and gives 
us greater opportunity to tap into 
funds," he said. 

"A lot of these investments have 
to look for partners and there's 
nothing to stop us looking at pub- 



lic and private partnerships." 

Ms Asher said the plan aimed 
to "position and strengthen" 
Victoria as the leading spa and 
well-being tourism destination in 
Australia. 

"The plan has a clear goal to 
help the state's spa and well-being 
industry grow, employ, innovate 
and invest," she said. 

The guide said Victoria's 
untapped geothermal water 
resources offered "strong potential 
for the industry to grow further". 

The Independent reported in 
May that a waterfront mineral 
springs spa and bathhouse could 
net Geelong $6 million in annual 
tourism spending. 

The guide said eight known 
natural mineral springs were in 
the region, including three on the 
shores of Corio Bay. 

The Geelong Mineral Spring 
Bathhouse could attract between 
200,000 and 250,000 visitors a 
year, the guide said.

Bruce Harwood said council 
had voted to oppose the 
statewide imposition on coun- 
cils to levy and collect the new 
charge. 

The Government proposed 
changes to the existing insur- 
ance-based levy, including using 
local government for collections. 

The new levy was proposed 
after a Victorian Bushfires 
Royal Commission asked the 
Government to provide a prop- 



erty-based levy with conces- 
sions for low income earners. 

Cr Harwood said administra- 
tion of the levy could lead to 
"cash flow exposure" for council. 

"Not all of the levy might be 
collected, so we don't know 
whether council is responsible 
for the shortfall. 

"We don't know what 
resources are required to under- 
take this process or the account- 
ability of the system to be put in 
place. 

"Ultimately, councils will 
take the hit for it. It's another 
example of state and federal 
governments getting us to do 
their debt collection for them." 



Cr Hardwood said the levy 
appeared "out of kilter" because 
a property owner in a fire-prone 
area paid the same as owners in 
safer areas. 

"It's difficult to make coun- 
cils collect a levy we don't have 
full confidence in," he said. 

"This is not the best way to 
rectify issues such as imbalance 
between what metropolitan and 
regional property owners pay. 
There's been no clear demon- 
stration to the community of the 
benefits of a higher levy." 

A council report said an aver- 
age fire services levy would 
cost $200 as an inclusion to 
rates notices. 



Geelong Chamber of 
Commerce president Jim Walsh 
said the Government's options 
failed to ensure removal of 
"inequity" between metropolitan 
and regional property owners. 

"Our submission would seek 
to have a more-equitable system 
where regional property owners 
are not disadvantaged compared 
to metro property owners. 

"A rates based system is clear 
and provides more equity while 
catching all property owners. 

"We don't have a strong posi- 
tion on who should collect the 
levy but any system that leaves 
regions paying more we would 
regard as unfair."

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'Rediscovery' of early laws a windfall for city history

THE DUMPING of animal carcasses and 
the nuisance of auctioneers ringing bells 
merited "bye-laws" in Geelong's early his- 
tory, according to recently uncovered doc- 
uments. 

Former police chief superintendent 
Brian Edward has handed a list of the city's 
original by-laws to Geelong Heritage 
Centre's Mick Robinson. 

Mr Edward said he rescued the historic 
documents when Geelong's police head- 
quarters transferred from the city's state 
offices to Mercer St. 

"I retained them in a cardboard box for 
many years and only recently recognised 
their significance." 

Mr Edward said the documents would 
have been in the custody of the police pros- 
ecutor to act on behalf of council. 

Mr Edward said the by-laws prohibited 
dumping carcasses in the "River Barwon" 
and a pond formerly in Johnstone Park. 

Other laws tackled construction of priv- 
ies, earthy closets and urinals, the plying 
for hire of hacking carriages and "rapid 
driving and riding" on public thorough- 
fares.

TORQUAY is down to 10 new- 
release residential blocks for 
sale amid a land shortage crisis, 
according to real estate agents. 

Industry veteran Graeme 
McCartney said agents were sell- 
ing anything they could get their 
hands on in just weeks as demand 
continued to rise above supply. 

"There are seven blocks left 
in Ocean Views Estate... and 
three in Quay Estate," he said. 

"Normally there would be 
hundred available but that's it, 



that's all that's left to sell.

Mr McCartney said the short 
supply of land at Torquay was 
the worst he had seen.

EVERY time Bill Verheyen drives past a 
roadside memorial it brings all the memo- 
ries back. 

The 16-year retired SES veteran and 
now Road Trauma Support Services volun- 
teer says he does not begrudge the accident 
monuments to family memories. 

"But for us emergency services person- 
nel every monument is a reminder of the 
scenes we have attended. 

"Every time I pass one I remember and 
the sights, sounds and smells come rushing 
back." 

Bill said several incidents had locked 
into his memory. 

"I will always recall one collision when 
a security guard who was first on the scene 
was comforting a woman driver while her 
daughters were trapped in the rear. 

"He could feel her pulse slipping away 
and at the same time was trying to reassure 
her daughters. 

"He was holding her hand as she died 
and I saw him shortly afterwards, standing 
lost and forlorn by the side of the road. 

"I understood what he was going 
through. I gave him my mobile phone so he 
could call his family and made sure one of 
the police drove him home because it

him an outlet for some of the sadness and 
anger at his accident scene experiences. 

"The RTSS is wonderful. I've seen the 
penny drop for some of the young people 
who I've had the chance to speak with. 

"Sometimes they come up afterwards to 
thank me - one young man told me I had 
saved his life with my presentation. 

"I'd love to see more road safety educa- 
tion in schools and a defensive driving 
course as part of getting a licence." 

Bill said driver education certainly was- 
n't an issue for his own family. 

"My daughters all understand the conse- 
quences. 

"They'd never dream of speeding or get- 
ting in a car with a drunk driver. 

"And their husbands and partners know 
that they have me to account to if they do it. 

"We've had our own positive ripple 
effect."

A public benefit 

SO MUCH was unhelpful about the front page story 
on last week's Independent but let me highlight a 
few of the more outrageous assertions to provide 
some balance. 

The reason Barwon Medical Imaging (BMI) has 
public benevolent institution status is the same rea- 
son every other public hospital and charitable insti- 
tution has it: they are run on a not-for-profit basis. 

Australian Tax Office (ATO) sets out stringent 
and rigorous procedures for such status being con- 
ferred. Therefore, Lake Imaging's argument is not 
with BMI but with the ATO. 

The United States spends much more than any 
other country as a proportion of GDP on health care. 
The main reason for this is because it is principally 
run for profit. 

It seems to me that if Australians wish to keep 
costs down the profit motive is something we would 
not wish to inject into our health care model. The 
private sector and the health funds in Australia have 
one primary effect on the health care system: to push 
up costs for everyone. 

It is as clear a case as you could possibly make for 
market failure. 

In the United States you can have as much health 
care as you want as long as you can pay for it. In 
Australia, in direct contrast, health care is rationed 
on the basis of need.

Alcoa feeding fires 

CLIFF Winkler (Letters, September 16) made the 
unusual claim that Alcoa's Anglesea power station 
should be supported because it is a fire break for the 
town. 

He did not seem to appreciate the irony of his 
statement given that the brown coal burned at 
Anglesea produces thousands of tonnes of carbon 
dioxide emissions that contribute to global warming 
and the increased frequency of extreme heat events, 
making devastating bushfires more likely. 

According to Mr Winkler, the closure of the 
Anglesea power station would almost certainly spell 
the end for Alcoa's Point Henry and Portland plants. 
But a cursory glance at the figures would suggest 
otherwise. 

The Anglesea power station produces 160MW of 
power whereas Alcoa in Victoria uses the equivalent 
of 970MW, incidentally around one fifth of the 
state's total electricity use. 

In an era of enhanced global warming, if Alcoa 



wishes to demonstrate its goodwill to the communi- 
ty then it should commence a process of sourcing 
160MW of power from renewable energy, enabling 
closure of the Anglesea coal mine and power station.

Hub of opposition 

IT SEEMS every week a new local action group 
forms because members believe proposals by various 
authorities will adversely affect their community. 

Often they become the target of sneering com- 
mentators who contemptuously blame them for all 
society's ills. 

Such is the case with City of Greater Geelong's 
proposed transport intermodal hub, touted for 700 
hectares between Lara and Little River. 

The Planning Minister refused the proposal 
because it was "premature".

Planning Minister Matthew Guy refused the pro- 
posal because Department of Transport is preparing 
a metropolitan intermodal system to deliver a strate- 
gic and comprehensive freight-movement plan for 
Melbourne. 

As he pointed out, there is no point rushing ahead 
when plans for an Avalon Airport rail link are 
embryonic. 

Additionally, airport chief Justin Giddings wants 
to host the intermodal hub; a far superior site away 
from residential properties and on existing industri- 
al land with potential sea-air-rail-road capabilities. 

In short, the proposal was scuttled because higher- 
level plans and better site alternatives were available. 

Our action group could see that, so of course we 
were "outspoken" - wouldn't anyone be against a 
half-baked plan to destroy rural amenity with a 
white elephant? 

Our group is not against development or jobs 
growth and has never treated differing opinions with 
contempt. 

We're just standing up for what we believe is 
right.

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RX-8 stands out from the crowd 
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BY ERIC BLAIR 

n an era when sameness is the norm in 

motor vehicle design the RX-8 is a 

breath of fresh air. Both on the outside 
and inside the little Mazda hardtop is 
delightfully different. 

The first difference between the RX-8 
and its rivals is that it has four doors. This 
isn't obvious at first glance because the 
rear doors are only half the width of nor- 
mal doors and don't have external han- 
dles. 

They are hinged at the rear and have 
their release levers on the inside, mean- 
ing that the rear doors can only be opened 
when the front doors are also open. 

This style of door has traditionally 
gone by the name of 'suicide door', a 
name which is not only unflattering but 
also inaccurate, certainly in their modern 
design. 

Updated in mid-2008, the styling of 
the latest RX-8 is positively futuristic, 
most notably in the shaping of the new 
front bumper, particularly in its lower 
surfaces and at the reshaped semi-mesh 
grille. 

Then there's the tough diffuser look at 
the rear that gives it a real racecar appear- 
ance, one that's enhanced by the huge 
exhaust outlets. 

The biggest difference between the 
RX-8 and its competitors lies under the 
bonnet. As with all the Mazda RX mod- 
els over the years it's powered by a rotary 
engine, the latest version of which is the

1.3-litre Renesis. A compact, lightweight, 
high-rewing unit it generates 170 kilo- 
watts at 8200 rpm and 211 Nm of torque 
at 5500 rpm. 

Although these figures only vary mar- 
ginally from the original RX-8 there have 
been a number of modifications aimed at 
improving low to mid-range perform- 
ance. 



While it still doesn't have a huge 
amount of torque the Renesis is an 
improvement on previous Mazda rotaries 
and has been further improved here. To 
get the best from the little rotary you do 
need to work the gears, but isn't that half 
the fun of driving a sports car? 

Nothing else on the road feels like it, 
sounds like it or goes in the same manner. 



The fast throttle response and the buzz 
from this special engine as it eagerly 
leaps up the rev range is guaranteed to put 
a smile on the face of anyone who loves 
their cars and driving. 

The engine is located behind the front 
wheels, the mid-engined layout providing 
excellent dynamic balance. 

Combine this with excellent steering 



and chassis feel, adhesive road grip and 
you have a car that's a delight for the 
driving enthusiast on their favourite 
stretch of road. 

Fuel consumption has never been a 
strong point of any rotary engine. But, 
this isn't the type of car where fuel con- 
sumption is an issue. 

We particularly like the 'rotary-engine' 
shape of the gear knob sitting on top of a 
lovely stubby lever. 

And the slick way the lever slides from 
position to position with just the right 
amount of resistance to give the right feel 
of driving pleasure. 

Three variants are offered: RX-8, RX- 
8 Luxury and RX-8 GT. All three share 
the same engine and six-speed manual 
gearbox with the Luxury getting the 
option of six-speed automatic transmis- 
sion. 

Standard features in all models include 
ABS brakes with electronic brakeforce dis- 
tribution, front, side and curtain airbags, 
stability and traction control, climate con- 
trol air conditioning, cruise control, six- 
disc MP3-compatible stereo and leather 
wrapped steeering wheel and gear lever. 

The RX-8 Luxury adds leather seat 
trim, premium sound system, powered 
driver's seat and sun roof. 

The performance GT model comes 
with 19-inch alloy wheels (the other 
models have 18-inch alloys), firmer sus- 
pension and a body kit featuring side 
skirts, rear spoiler and lower front 
bumper with integrated foglamps.

BMW sDrive 35is is the latest 
addition to the Z4 sportscar 
range. It's a hard-edged, no- 
compromising machine for the keen 
driver. 

Power comes from a 250 kilowatt 
twin-turbo engine, which is signifi- 
cantly up from 224 kW on the standard 
Z4 sDrive 35i. (Note that BMW con- 
tinues its new tradition of using odd 
model names - the T means a 224 kW 
engine, the 'is' the 250 kW unit.) 

Power comes from a 250 kilowatt 
engine (up by 10 per cent on the 
engine in the Z4 35i, a model that 
remains on sale). 

Sadly, this engine will be the last of 
the famed twin-turbo 3.0-litre straight- 
six unit that has enthralled keen driv- 
ers for several years. 

BMW is switching to a single-turbo 
engine with twin scrolls that it feels 
provides equal performance to the 
twin-turbo unit. 

The twin-turbo engine in the Z4 
35is normally produces up to 450 Nm, 
which most people would say is plen- 
ty - but there are another 50 Newton 
metres on tap, albeit briefly, if you 
really want to maximise grunt. 

For example if you want to get off 
the line at a track day, or overtake in 
the safest possible distance, then the 
overboost control gives you that added 
50 Nm. 

There are new designs of alloy 
wheels, with a diameter of 18 inches 
as standard and the option of 19-inch 
units. 

BMW's Z4 not only grips the road 



with a great deal of tenacity, but also 
provides better than average comfort 
for a car in this class. 

The twin bucket seats provide good 
lateral support when the car is pushed 
hard, yet aren't overly difficult to get 
in and out of. 

The styling of the cabin, particular- 
ly the dashboard area with its large 
easy to read dials, is excellent. 

It goes without saying that the qual- 
ity of materials and the overall fit and 
finish are immaculate. 

The twin-turbo BMW engine 
sounds simply superb when it's 
worked hard, it has a deep guttural 
note that will bring a smile to your 
face. However, while the quality of the 
sound is great it's lacking in overall 
volume. 

Near instantaneous gear changes in 
the seven-speed double-clutch auto- 
matic add to the driving pleasure as 
they help the car retain speed between 
shifts. 

The automatic blipping of the throt- 
tle is yet another feature of the BMW 
Z4 35is that will bring a smile to the 
face of those who really love their 
driving. 

The price of the new BMW sDrive 
35is is a reasonable $129,990 plus on- 
road charges. 

BMW Australia sees this model as 
challenging Porsche Boxster, Audi TT 
and Mercedes SLK and given the per- 
formance of this latest model the guys 
at BMW seem sure to grab a big share 
of the market.

SKILLED Stadium is the only place for footy fans 
to be this Sunday when Bell Park and South Barwon 
clash in Geelong Football League's grand final. 

The game was scheduled to be played on Saturday 
but was shifted to Sunday to avoid clashing with the 
Geelong and West Coast preliminary final. 

This makes the grand final the only game of footy 
in town or on television. 

Bell Park finished the home-and-away season on 
top of the ladder and South Barwon was second, so 
there was no surprise when the two made it through 
the finals series to meet in the big one. 

The Dragons should be well-rested after only 
playing one game in the past three weeks courtesy of 
finishing on top of the ladder and then going straight 
into the grand final by winning the second semi- 
final a fortnight ago. 

The Dragons beat South Barwon in the semi-final 
but not by much and on what was a wet and windy 
day.

The other two times the sides have meet this year 
was in round seven and 17, which the Swans won by 
37 and 29 points respectively. 

The Swans are pumping for their sixth premier- 
ship in seven years as an undisputable force in not 
only Geelong but Victorian country football. 

Two of those premierships were won against Bell 
Park. Last season the Dragons went in as favourites 
and got rolled, as was the case in 2007, although in 
that year the Swans were favoured to win. 

Bell Park has not won the flag since 2003 but has 



consistently performed well. 

Coach John Fitzgerald is an astute man who will 
play down any thoughts his players have about 
South Barwon being unstoppable in grand finals. 

He has many talented and experienced players in 
the side, with the standouts Tim and Jackson 
Sheringham, Nick Batchelor, Tom Couch, Steve 
Brown and Jason Graham. 

It's probably a bit disrespectful to name only these 
players because the whole side has few weak links. 
A sign of the club's depth of talent is that its reserves 
are also playing in a grand final. 

South Barwon also has a list of stars that is the 
envy of the league.

Fishing warms up across region, with waters stocked for holidays 




WARMING weather translated to more fantastic 
fishing over the past week. 

Craig Varker nailed a pair of quality redfin from 
the Moorabool River. At better than 1kg each, the 
fish showed just shows how well freshwater angling 
has improved. 

Steve Sharp fished the Barwon River, landing 
four redfin on Atomic Shads in running water at 
Pollocksford. 

Terry Knowles found carp on two afternoons 
from the landing upstream of Queen's Park Bridge. 
Terry caught seven on bread and com, the best a 
beauty of over 6kg. 

Trout captures were widespread. 

Deep Lake produced rainbows averaging just 
over 1kg on Powerbait and bibbed minnow-pattern 
lures. 

Bostock Reservoir fished well for rainbows 
around 800g, also on Powerbait or lure. 

Lake Bullen Merri returned rainbows to 
Powerbait on a running rig, with most fish around 
lkg. A few better brown trout were landed on 
trolled, gold coloured Tassie Devils. 

Ballarat's Lake Wendouree started showing the 
results of some of the best stocking of trout of any 
lake in the state, with rainbows of around 800g 
available and better on the cards. Young Lachlan 
Wilson landed a nice rainbow from the lake with the 
help of his dad, with many likely to follow in com- 
ing months. 

Pete Mallard travelled to Lake Fyans where he 
and partner Ange Meyer landed a mix of redfin and 
brown trout on Tassie Devils of late, with similar 
reports from other anglers to make the trip recently.

Peter French fished from the steep banks on the 
right hand arm of West Barwon Reservoir to catch 
three nice brown trout just over lkg each. Peter 
caught all his fish on Atomic Shads in the Muddy 
Prawn colour. 

Fisheries Victoria liberated rainbow trout into a 
number of local family fishing lakes in time for 
school holidays. North Geelong's Seagull Paddock 
received 800 fish, Highton's St Augustines Lake 400 
fish and the lakes at Bannockbum and Lethbridge 
both had 250. 

Powerbait will work best at each waterway, with 



anglers advised to remember the bag limit of five 
fish. 

Saltwater anglers had success, particularly when 
fishing soft plastics around Geelong's foreshore. 
Salmon better than lkg were taken from the entrance 
to the grammar school lagoon and were also in num- 
bers along the outer retaining wall of Royal Geelong 
Yacht Club. 

Snapper were also taken, including some better 
than 2kg. 

I fished the rocks between the two silos piers, tak- 
ing small snapper on plastics. However, three flat- 



head around 900g each really made the day. 

Shaun Dennis made the trek into Point Lillias 
where the salmon were thick after pushing a huge 
shoal of bait in against the rocks, Shaun enjoyed a 
hot two-hour session on small, metal lures. 

Steve Wright tried the rocks at North Shore with 
laser lures, landing two respectable pike and losing 
a couple more to bite-offs. 

Stingaree Bay's spoil grounds produced whiting 
and garfish but small snapper were in plague pro- 
portions, with squid the best bait to slow them down. 

The outer harbour spoil grounds hosted small 
pinkies but Xavier Stevenson found a couple of 
quality fish: a snapper of 2.1kg and two pike over 
lm long. 

Plenty of squid were taken on the shallow grass 
beds off Hermsley. Most were around 500g, with the 
odd better specimen. 

Further afield, Edwards Point had larger squid but 
the numbers landed were generally down. 

Melbourne's Glenn Lowe fishing the 20m line off 
St Leonards where he trolled Rapala X Raps behind 
a downrigger. Glenn caught two top snapper, one of 
4.8kg the other 6.1kg. 

Wayne Faithful also trolled for snapper but flat- 
lined with Dr Evil lures to catch three fish. They 
averaged around lkg but the result demonstrated 
how successful this method can be. 

Queenscliff's cut again produced silver trevally, 
although not as thick as recent weeks. Jerry Ho 
caught six better than lkg on Turtleback worms. 

The Barwon River estuary continued improving, 
with silver trevally taken from the Ozone Jetty up to 
the Sheepwash. Salmon were in the same area but 
the bigger fish were holding up closer to the mouth. 

Surf anglers struggled with pounding swells and 
discoloured water but that should change this week- 
end, with Fairhaven or Eastern View recommended 
if the water is clean. 

The area between Point Lillias and the quarries 
should produce snapper on soft plastics to anglers 
drifting no further than a few hundred metres from 
shore.
